CAROLS ROW 


A SCHOOL headmaster has 
become embroiled in a fes¬ 
tive fight with a leading 
Bishop over the singing of 
Christmas carols. 

Sutton Valence School head Bruce 
Grindlay and the Bishop of Croydon, 
the Rt Rev Nick Baines, have clashed 
over the traditional songs. 

In his new book Why Wish You A 
Merry Christmas - published by the 
Church of England - the Rev Baines 
labelled some of the country’s 
favourite carols as nonsense, embar¬ 
rassing and inaccurate. 

Classic carol Away in a Manager is

singled out for particular criticism, 
with the Rev writing: “I always find it 
bizarre when I see parents and grand¬ 
parents singing Away in a Manager as 
if it’s related to reality. 

“I can understand little children 
being taken with the sort of baby of 
whom it can be said “no crying he 
makes”, but how can adults sing this 
without embarrassment? 

“If we sing nonsense, is it any 
surprise that children grow into 
adults and throw out the tearless 
baby Jesus with Father Christmas 


and other fantasy figures?” 

Rev Baines also criticised schools 
that feature untraditional characters, 
such as snakes and bears, into nativi¬ 
ty plays, saying it “relegated the story 
to fictional fantasy” and gives children 
a “misleading” image of Jesus. 

But Mr Grindlay, the former director 
of music at Christ’s Hospital Boarding 
School, in Sussex, hit back at the 
claims, saying traditional songs are an 
integral part of the Christmas season. 

The headteacher told The Daily 
Mail: “Some carols have an 800-year 
history and we are so entwined into 
the fabric of our society that we often

Business loos 
open for your 
convenience 


TOWN centre businesses 
have agreed to open their 
toilets to the public after 
three public loos were close. 

Shops, pubs and cafes have joined 
Maidstone councils community toilet 
scheme, allowing visitors to use their 
washroom facilities for free, without 
having to make a purchase. 

Tire initiative was put in place after 
the loss of toilets in Pairmeadow, 
Palace Avenue and Church Street, 
which are all to be closed shortly. 

So far, Ethos restaurant has signed 
up with Marks & Spencer, the Society 
Rooms, McDonalds in Week Street, 
The Royal Albion, Fortify Cafe, The 
Munch House and Tommy's Cafe. 

The town’s shopping centres and 
library in St Faith's Street are also 
joining the list. 

Cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment CUr Mark Wooding said: “These 
cafes, pubs and shops, with their 
longer opening hours, give people a 
wider choice of times to gain access to 
toilet facilities than ever before. 1 ’ 

Manager of Ethos Mark Dale said: 
“Our toilets are already open to cus¬ 
tomers. We see no reason not to open 
them to the community." 
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Each participating shop will dis¬ 
play a blue sticker in the window and 
there will be signs in the town direct¬ 
ing people to community toilets. 

The toilet closures follow a review 
earlier this year into public conven¬ 
iences which identified a number of 
toilets as dated and poorly used. 

The plan to close the toilets will 
save the council £188,500 - but cost 
£116,200 to implement and maintain 
the closures. 

The decision caused outrage among 
fellow councillors, including Mike 
FitzGerald, who wanted to see the 
council improve the facilities rather 
than shut them all together. 

At the time of the consultation, Cllr 
Wooding defended his decision and 
said that, the closures “reflected 11 a 
number of findings in the report. 

The borough now only has respon¬ 
sibility for those in Lockmeadow, 
Allington, the temporary urinals in 
Maidstone High Street, Clare Park, 
on the Tonbridge Road, Penenden 
Heath, Mote Park, South Park, 
Whatman Park, Cobtree and 
Brenchley Gardens.

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A PRE-World War Two bayonet was 
handed in during a week-long knife 
amnesty. 

The deadly blade was one of 31 weapons to be 
handed in at Maidstone police station. 

The surrendered weapons also included 
kitchen knives and flick knives. 

Chief Inspector David Pascoe, borough com¬ 
mander for Maidstone, said he was delighted 
with the results. 

He said: “The public response from the sur¬ 
render has surpassed our expectations and 
proves the public’s commitment in helping us 
reduce knife crime even further. It is clear that 
the message has got through - every knife off 
the streets potentially saves a life. 

“Anyone who carries a knife or weapon 
should think carefully about why they do this 
and hand it in safely. 

“We are all aware that carrying a knife is 
unacceptable and that, given the response to 
this surrender, the public believes that too. 

“Carrying a knife or weapon for protection is 
illegal and anyone found with an offensive 
weapon in a public place can face up to six 
months’ imprisonment and/or a £5,000 fine.” 

Kent Police statistics show knife-related 
crime has dropped by more than half in the 
Maidstone area during the past five years. 

There were 64 incidents involving sharp 
weapons reported to police in 2005. 

This figure rose to 68 the following year, but 
then fell to 64 in 2007, 40 in 2008, and 33 
between January and October this year. 


• A fifth teenager thought to be involved in 
stabbing a schoolboy has been arrested just 
days before the week-long knife amnesty came 
to an end. 

Police arrested the 19-year-old on Friday, 
November 27 on suspicion of grievous bodily 
harm following the attack in Northumberland 
Road seven days earlier. 

The victim, aged 15, suffered stab wounds to 
his upper thighs and was taken to Maidstone 


Hospital by ambulance. He is now recovering at 
home. Police released the fifth boy on bail until 
December 11. 

Four other male teenagers from the area 
have also been arrested and bailed following 
the incident. 

An 18-year-old has been bailed until 
December 11 and a 14,15 and 16-year-old have 
all been bailed until January 11, pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries.

Offender caught by 
sip from coffee cup 

AN ARMED robber who left his DNA on 
a coffee cup has been jailed for five years. 

Thomas Warner, 23, from Orpington, 
used a monkey wrench to threaten staff 
at the M20 Maidstone service station on 
Sunday, August 23, and had drunk from 
the cup before carrying out the crime. 

The Woodley Road resident was sen¬ 
tenced at Maidstone Crown Court last 
week after admitting a further three 
robberies, an attempted car theft, theft 
from vehicles, and making off without 
paying for fuel. 

Investigating officer Gary Stamp said: 
“I’m pleased with today’s result, which 
reflects the seriousness of this offence. 
Warner was caught after leaving a coffee 
cup at the scene. The DNA from this 
linked him directly to the crime, and 
after being arrested he pleaded guilty to 
the other offences he carried out that day. 

“Warner’s admittance and subsequent 
guilty plea reflects the excellent evi¬ 
dence captured from this thorough 
investigation.”

Highways Agency is 
accused of 'bottling' 
speed limiting plan 


ROAD campaigners have slammed 
proposals for a motorway speed limit 
scheme, claiming the plan will not 
solve either their congestion or pollu¬ 
tion woes. 

Homeowners near the proposed 
reduced speed stretch of the M20 - 
between junction four for West 
Mailing and seven for Vinters Park - 
want traffic slowed 24 hours a day. 

Highways Agency bosses say 
the system should only come into 
operation at peak times or after an 
incident. 

Affordable 

Maidstone councillor Tony 
Harwood has called the move a “kick 
in the teeth” and said this solution 
will not solve the gridlock or pollu¬ 
tion constantly caused by the busy 
stretch - both identified in a detailed 
scrutiny report. 

Cllr Harwood said: “The key find¬ 
ing of our scrutiny study was that 
the most practical, affordable and 
effective way to cut noise and air 
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pollution and regulate traffic flows - 
as a result slash crashes - was to 
reduce traffic speeds on the residen¬ 
tial stretches of the M20. 

“It is therefore a kick in the teeth 
for residents to learn that the tech¬ 
nology would only kick in at peak 
times - when weight of traffic forces 
down speeds in any case. 

“It is clear that the Highways 
Agency have bottled-it and caved in 
to the motoring lobby and betrayed 
residents who have to live and work 
in the shadow of the M20.” 

A Highways Agency spokesman 
said: “When the variable speed limits 
come on is dictated by traffic flows. 

“The effect of the variable speed lim¬ 
its is to smooth the flow of traffic and 
minimise the frustrating stop-starts 
and the possible traffic collisions.” 

The scheme is due to go live early 
next year.

AN EXHIBTION solely inspired 
by paper has proved a big hit with 
art-lovers. 

The Cut it Out collection, on show at 
Maidstone Museum, features the work of 
seven contemporary artists, who have all 
transformed pieces of paper into masterpieces. 

The exhibit has drawn more than 3,000 visi¬ 
tors in just under four weeks. 

Maidstone council’s cabinet member for 
leisure and culture, Cllr Brian Moss, said he 
was delighted with the response. 

He said: “The exhibition is really popular. It is 
unusual in that everything is based on paper 
and you’d be amazed by what can be done with 
just a piece of paper.” 

As an exclusive media partner for Cut it Out, 
during the coming months Yourmaidstone will 
take an in-depth look at each of the seven 
artists and their work, including, Ciara Healy. 

A main influence for the 30-year-old’s work is 
butterflies, which she creates delicate replicas 
of from vintage book pages and then pins them 
to surfaces in a scattered pattern. 

The Irish-born artist, who lives and has a 
studio in Groombridge, near Tunbridge Wells, 
said: “I first discovered my passion for art when 
I was two years old. 

“I found a permanent marker pen and decid¬ 
ed to redecorate the walls of the entire house. 
The inspiration behind my work has changed 
since then. Now I focus on nature, nostalgia

and its presentation in the museum space.” 

The artist had the chance to visit the muse¬ 
um in Earl Street before the exhibition opened 
last month, when she helped a group of young¬ 
sters create a giant collage, which is also 
included in the Cut it Out exhibition. 

In contrast to Ms Healy’s delicate butterflies 
in the exhibition is the strong geometric work 
of Stefan Saffer, who transforms paper into 
structures by folding it repeatedly and adding 
his own personal touch with a splash of colour.

Hotel tip-off puts 
royal aide killer 
back behind bars 


A CONVICTED killer is back 
behind bars after fleeing from a 
Maidstone prison and spending 
three days on the run. 

Former royal aide Jane Andrews absconded 
from HMP East Sutton Park at 7pm on 
Sunday, November 22, sparking a huge police 
manhunt. 

The 42-year-old was captured at the 
Premier Inn at the M20 junction eight servic¬ 
es at 3am last Wednesday, following a tip-off 
from the taxi driver who picked her up at 
12.30am and drove her to the hotel. 

Condemned 

Andrews was found with parents David, 82, 
and June, 79, and her brother Jonathan, 44. 

The convict, who was an aide to the 
Duchess of York Sarah Ferguson for nine 
years, was jailed in 2001 for bludgeoning and 
stabbing boyfriend Tom Cressman to death 
after he refused to marry her. 

Tom’s brother, Rick, has condemned the 
prison service for moving the killer into the 
open jail in Maidstone less than nine years 
into her life sentence and called for Justice 
Secretary Jack Straw to step down. 

He told a national newspaper: “No special 
efforts were made to control her or watch her 
and before you know, she is over the wall. 

“All this would have been totally avoidable 
if the authorities had assessed the situation 
properly and realised they needed to keep 
someone who committed a premeditated, 
brutal murder in secure accommodation

more than eight-and-a-half years. 

“Jack Straw should be hanging his head in 
shame. It’s appalling.” 

Mid Kent and Faversham MP Hugh 
Robertson has also expressed concern and 
demanded answers from Home Secretary 
Alan Johnson. 

Police were called to the Premier Inn after 
officials received a tip-off about Andrews’ 
whereabouts from a friend of the taxi driver 
who drove her parents to Maidstone from 
their home town of Grimsby, Lines. 

The Sun newspaper reported cabbie Darren 
Auckland, 40, was asked by the family to stop 
outside a Maidstone graveyard at 12.30am, 
on Wednesday, and was “stunned” when the 
mud-caked former royal dresser stepped out 
of the bushes. 

Security 

The family asked Mr Auckland to drive 
them back to Grimsby, but he refused and 
instead dropped them off at the hotel - just 
six miles from the prison - at 2am. 

The taxi driver, who has given a statement 
to the police, told the newspaper: “I’m no hero. 
I don’t take delight in any of this. They don’t 
deserve grief. They are lovely people. I hope 
things turn out OK for them.” 

Andrews is being held at the high security 
Holloway prison in London and is likely to 
face criminal charges for absconding. She 
could be given a longer sentence as punish¬ 
ment.

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Cricket is at art 
of former captain 

FORMER England cricket captain 
Michael Vaughan has combined his 
love of sport and art by creating a 
unique collection of work that is on 
display at Bluewater. 

But unlike most other artists, the 
35-year-old 2005 Ashes winner pro¬ 
duced his art by ditching the conven¬ 
tional paintbrush and picking up a 
bat and ball. 

Vaughan calls the unusual tech¬ 
nique ‘artballing’ and he bowls or bats 
a paint-covered cricket ball - just as 
he would on the pitch - onto a canvas 
placed on the floor or wall. 

The style, known as abstract expres¬ 
sionism or action painting, was popu¬ 
lar between the 1940s and 1960s and 
made famous by artist Jason Pollock. 

Vaughan - who retired from first- 
class cricket in June - said his paint¬ 
ings capture defining moments in his 
career and the drama of the much¬ 
loved sport. 

“At first it was a bit of fun,” he said. 
“But the more I got into it, the more I 
started to take it seriously. 

“I began collecting contemporary art 
about four years ago and then about 12 
months ago one of my friends told me 
about Martina Navratilova was using 
her tennis balls and racket to paint.” 

Vaughan decided to do the same and 
escaped to a warehouse in Yorkshire 
shortly after retirement to create his 
masterpieces. His work has already 
caught the eye of industry experts 
who have billed it as “Damien Hurst 
meets Jackson Pollock”. 

Vaughan said: “The paintings show 
defining moments in my career. One is 
the moment we won the Ashes in 2005.”

MOTORISTS’ groups have 
accused councils of using motorists 
as a “cash cow” after town halls 
raked in more than £6 million in 
parking fines over the past year. 

Findings published by the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance and the Drivers’ Alliance showed the 
total collected by Kent’s 12 district and bor¬ 
ough councils, and Medway, in 2008-09 was 
£6,399,532. 

The fines are levied for people parking ille¬ 
gally, such as on double yellow lines, and driv¬ 
ers who overstay on parking meters. 

Fines range from £50-70 and are halved if 
drivers pay up within two weeks. 

Despite this being £900,999 less than the pre¬ 
vious year, representatives from driving groups 
slammed the authorities for using motorists as 
a “money-making scheme” through on-street 
and off-street parking enforcement. 

Ian Taylor, spokesman for the Association of 
British Drivers in Kent, said councils are 
using the county’s motorists as a cash cow. 

“They’ve had the sense not to push it further 
in the recession and we’re thankful that some 
councils have frozen charges and offered free 
parking in some areas. But local authorities 
should not use fines to make money. 

‘We know they are worried about government 
grants being cut and so they are obviously con¬ 
cerned about funding, but at the same time they 
can’t rely on motorists to bring money in. 

‘We understand people can’t just park where 
they like and block roads and entrances, there 
has to be a penalty for that - I personally 
think perhaps the police should enforce it. 

“But councils use these penalties as part of 
their crusade to curtail car use and bring in 
funds. They estimate how much they will 
make each year out of penalty charge notices 
and use it as part of their budget. 

“If everyone became a law-abiding citizen I 
wonder what this would do to their finances.” 

Mr Taylor said part of the problem is the 
high charges councils levy in car parks across 
the county. 

“In some cases it’s cheaper to park in com¬ 
mercial car parks,” he said. “I live in Dover and 
the car park behind the Charlton Centre is 
commercially run and charges are almost half 
the price of the council-run car parks.” 

Councils say the cash raised from fines is 
used to pay for parking services. 

Figures showed Maidstone, Medway 


Canterbury and Tunbridge Wells councils 
brought in the most money from parking 
penalties. 

However, Maidstone, Medway and 
Tunbridge Wells have seen a drop in the num¬ 
ber of fines issued in the past year. But 
Canterbury City Council has risen by £18,098. 

Parking services manager Clive Metcalfe 
denied that Canterbury council was using 
motorists to make money. It is grossly inaccu¬ 
rate to suggest that issuing of penalty charge 
notices is designed for this purpose. 

“Penalty charge notices the council distrib¬ 
ute have fallen since the council took over the 
service in 2000, along with the number of staff 
engaged in the process. 

Recession 

“They are only issued when a contravention 
of parking traffic regulations occur.” 

He stated that money recovered from on¬ 
street parking fines contributed to the cost of 
providing the parking service which is carried 
out on behalf of Kent County Council. 

He added: “Income from off-street parking 
fines is controlled and managed by the city 
council and goes towards its general revenue 
account. It’s not a money spinner. 

“Our enforcement officers do not have tar¬ 
gets. The process is designed to ensure that 
traffic flows freely through the district without 
causing a hindrance, obstruction or damage.” 

A spokesman from Sevenoaks District 
Council, where figures showed a rise of £19,507 
in fines since last year, said they are issued to 


people who have chosen to park illegally. 

“The council has a legal duty to enforce park¬ 
ing restrictions which have been introduced to 
improve road safety, reduce traffic jams and 
keep our roads clear for emergency vehicles. 

“In recent months, the council has in fact 
been asked by communities to step up parking 
enforcement and, in accordance with their 
wishes, we have increased parking patrols in 
these areas by as much as 50 per cent. 

“Local councils, business groups and resi¬ 
dents have told us the additional enforcement 
has drastically improved parking problems in 
their communities.” 

He added: “It is difficult to compare income 
between 2007-08 and 2008-09, as the pricing 
structure for penalty charge notices was sig¬ 
nificantly altered by central government dur¬ 
ing this period. 

“The cost for less serious offences was 
reduced, while the cost of more serious contra¬ 
ventions saw an increase. 

“The income generated by penalty charge 
notices helps to pay towards the council's 
parking services.” 

These include payments for civil enforce¬ 
ment officers and putting restrictions and 
parking bays in place. 

But Peter Roberts, chief executive of the 
Drivers’ Alliance, insists parking enforcement 
across the UK has become a massive money¬ 
making industry. 

“We are seeing unscrupulous and target 
driven enforcement of parking laws where the 
penalties far outweigh the offence,” he said.

Tell us a bit about yourself. 


I was bom in Berlin, Germany, and educated 
there. After graduating in art and German 
language and literature at MA level, I had the 
opportunity to conduct research on sculptural 
aesthetics and obtained a PhD. This period of 
my life coincided with the fall of the Berlin Wall 
in 1989 and the German Unification in October 
1990. By then I held a lecturer position at 
Humboldt University Berlin but sought oppor¬ 
tunities to work abroad. This came my way in 
1992 in the form of a position to teach German 
as a foreign language at the University of 
Warwick. Since 1996 I have held a number of 
positions in fine arts in UK universities. 


Q 


How did you get into your chosen specialism? 


From an early age I liked to draw and 
paint but I also had an interest in litera¬ 
ture and languages. However, I soon realised 
that I had a special interest in art theory and 
aesthetics that evolved from contemporary art 
practices. The broad grounding I have received 
through my education has enabled me to work 
across and in-between disciplines often in col¬ 
laborative set-ups with other researchers or 
external partners. It has also enabled me to 
bring together an interest in writing, editing 
and publishing with curatorial interventions, 
events’ organisation and the development of 
partnerships for research and exchange. 


A You have recently been appointed as the new director of 
^research and enterprise at the University for the 
Creative Arts, what does your role involve? 

A I have a specific portfolio of responsibilities 
that include the facilitation of the institu¬ 
tion’s research culture and strategy. One of the 
central issues for UCA is to achieve Research 
Degree Awarding Powers (the ability to confer 
the title of PhD) as well as the further establish¬ 
ment of fruitful exchanges and collaborations 
with business and industries, with the public 
sector and voluntary organisations. The expert¬ 
ise of staff at UCA in art, design, new media and 
architecture is significant for the regions and 
the national creative and digital economy. 


Q What improvements would you like to make to UCA's 
research and enterprise sector? 

A There is immense talent and capacity for 
research and enterprise at UCA and I would 
like to see this benefiting the development of the 
regional and national economy, contribute to the 
wellbeing of communities and support the 
improvement of qualities of life. I am convinced 
that the creative arts are more important than 
ever to stimulate the imagination in eveiyday 
life and as a life-long learning tool. 

Q Can you give us some examples of businesses and com¬ 
munities of interest which you would like to see UCA 
work with to develop the department? 

A There is an ongoing interest of working with 
regional businesses and international indus¬ 


tries for mutual gain where the expertise of 
UCA staff can be employed to support the devel¬ 
opment of innovative products, services and 
experiences. There are great opportunities for 
instance in converging traditional skills and 
crafts with emergent digital technologies devel¬ 
opments. It remains important to connect with 
communities at home and abroad to bring about 
change as has been demonstrated by The 
Gateway School of Fashion, spearheaded by 
Sheelagh Wright and Karen Millen, which has 
seen several UCA Rochester academics involved 
in providing a fashion education to young people 
affected by HIV in South Africa. Examples that 
aim at fostering creative talent and entrepre¬ 
neurship amongst graduates and in the commu¬ 
nities are Kent and Medway Universities for 
Business and Enterprise and the Surrey based 
Creative Advantage initiatives. To build 
resilience if not sustainability into such initia¬ 
tives remains an ambitious aim. 

Q How does research and enterprise benefit the UCA stu¬ 
dents? 

A Research and enterprise are an integral 
part of the university’s core activities, and 
there is a demonstrated mutuality with the 
institution’s strength in teaching and learning 
in the creative arts. Working with communi¬ 
ties and businesses has brought about oppor¬ 
tunities for students to become engaged in 
commercial projects, to gain vital professional 
experience.

Youth leader calls for 
curriculum change

POLITICS should be part of the 
schools’ national curriculum, 
according to the leader of the 
Kent Youth County Council. 

Rhys George, 18, told Yourpapers that edu¬ 
cation was key for young people to have a 
better understanding of the political system. 

“We are the next generation,” he said. 

“It’s so important that young people under¬ 
stand what’s going on so they have a voice. 

“The youth council has been pushing for 
political education to be on the syllabus at 
school for year seven pupils and upwards. 

Support 

“We’ve got government ministers’ support 
and have been speaking to people to see what 
we can do.” 

His comments came as the newly elected 
members of the youth council were announced 
yesterday, naming the young people who will 
represent youngsters across Kent. 

There were 106 candidates battling it out for 
the 48 seats that were up for grabs and more 
than 30,000 people were expected to vote. 

Last year, around 30,000 people turned out 
to the polling stations, but this year, with the 
highest number of candidates standing ever, 
it was predicted to be even more. 

There were four seats available to repre¬ 
sent each of the 12 district or borough coun¬ 
cils and candidates could stand for election in 
the area they live or where they go to school 
or college. 

The youth council is made up of 48 elected 
members aged between 11 and 18-years-old, 
who meet 10 times a year in the council 
chambers at County Hall in Maidstone. 


Committee meetings are also held 
throughout the year to discuss ongoing cam¬ 
paigns and issues. 

They work closely with officers and mem¬ 
bers of Kent County Council, letting them 
know about the concerns of the county’s 
young people. 

Members of the youth council also make up 
the UK Youth Parliament to take county 
matters to the national forum. 

Already they have brought in a travel 
scheme called the Freedom Bus Pass which 
provides unlimited travel for young people in 
Kent for one payment per year of £50. 

It proved so successful in east Kent it was 
rolled out across the whole county last year. 

Rhys said: “We work closely with members 
of KCC and the leader Paul Carter who helps 
us with our aims. 

“The youth council is apolitical though so 
we try and avoid getting too deep into politics 
when making decisions.” 

From next year, the youth council will also 
have more control over its own budget. 

Currently, members are invited by differ¬ 
ent projects and budget holders within KCC 
to represent the views of young people and 
recommend how money should be spent. 

But they recently advised on KCC’s overall 
budget which will be decided next February 
and the youth members’ views will be present¬ 
ed as part of that decision-making process. 

Rhys said he is excited about the year 
ahead. 

“I was elected a year ago and it’s been real¬ 
ly good fun,” he said. “I’m looking forward to 
seeing some new faces - it will change the 
dynamics of the group. 

“The new members will be really eager to 
go out and do things straight away.” 

Rhys, who lives on the Isle of Sheppey, said 
he always had an interest in politics, thanks 


to his family. 

“I was lucky they made sure I understood politics 
and what was going on in the country,” he said. 

“But not everyone has this. This is why we’re 
pushing for political education at school. 

“We’re also trying to get the voting age lowered 
to 16 so young people have more of a voice.”

Gary Wright questions whether giving aid to illegal immigrants in Calais is the right thing to do this winter 



Is Kent Refugee Help making a 
difficult situation even worse? 


ARE we really doing the right 
thing taking blankets and clothes 
to illegal immigrants waiting to 
cross to the UK from Calais? 

This coming weekend, volunteers from Kent 
Refugee Help will travel to Calais to hand out 
clothes, sleeping-bags and blankets to immi¬ 
grants in the French port, 

I believe we should be asking ‘Why? 0 . 

Kent Refugee Help is a registered charity 
which helps people who have been detained at 
the Immigration Centre in Dover 
On the surface the idea of crossing the 
Channel to make sure the assembled migrants 
are able to survive the onset of winter can only 
be seen as a decent act of human kindness. 

Volunteer Kate Adams points out that it is a 
‘humanitarian crisis' made worse since the 
French authorities in September tore down 
the wooded encampment area known as The 
Jungle 1 where up to 800 immigrants lived - 
waiting to smuggle themselves into Britain. 
But in September the French government 


demonstrated it would play a part in breaking 
the illegal immigration chain that leads from 
Africa to Britain by making it more difficult to 
live' in Calais. So, why are British people 
going to Calais to help make it easier for ille¬ 
gal immigrants to stay there? 

It is getting cold and the hand-out (funded 
with a United Nations grant and working with 
the No Borders Network) has been timed to 
coincide with Christinas - which will mean 
little to most would-be asylum-seekers. 

These people are in France already, a fine 
civilised country, And if they care to retrace their 
steps, the Mediterranean coast is far milder at 
this time of year. I was in Calais a month ago and 
there was still yjlenty of evidence of young people 
being corralled by police and fed by volunteers. 

And do not forget, the people of Calais have to 
suffer being the assembly point for immigrants 
with no interest in their community. 

Sangatte was where‘asylum seekers' assem¬ 
bled between 1999 and 2002, just a few miles 
away. There the French Red Cross ran a camp 
for the assembled mass. 

I visited it in 2001. Inside the giant hangar 


it was seething - overflowing lavatories and 
overcrowding. I learned the people all had a 
common dream: a better life in Britain. 

A lad in his late teens shared his heart- 
wrenching story of a tortuous four-week jour¬ 
ney across two continents, hiding in ships and 
trucks, being met and moved on to the next leg 
thanks to $10,000 paid by his father to people- 
traffickers. He was now just 22 miles from his 
goal. I understood his desperation. 

But I also met people who lived in Sangatte, 
which has a population of just 800. They were 
outnumbered two-to-one by would-be asylum 
seekers. They were overwhelmed - and their 
homes, land and quality of life were. too. I 
understood their desperation. 

I don’t doubt the sincerity of Kent Refugee 
Help, but it needs to be careful. France, like the 
rest of the EU, wants asylum seekers to stay in 
the first safe country they reach and the chain of 
economic migration broken. 

That means those organisations w r hich rely on 
refugees for their work in Kent, might be unnec¬ 
essary. We must consider carefully whether we 
should be encouraging people to stay in Calais.

Use must be made 
of empty homes 

Shelter, the national campaign 
for the homeless, says there are 
now one million empty homes in 
the UK. Building societies, how¬ 
ever, complain about a shortage 
of properties for sale. 

In Kent and Medway, there is a 
minimum of about 20,000 empty 
homes. The number of persistent¬ 
ly empty retail and industrial 
estate sites in Kent and Medway 
is uncounted. The National Week 
of Action on Empty Homes was 
23-27 November. 

The Government says we need 
more new homes in Kent and 
Medway. But more than 19,600 
home were empty according to 
last year’s figures, and numbers 
have risen in the recession. There 
are more than 1,000 homes in 
Medway alone which have been 
empty for more than six months. 

The Government also says 
there were 784,000 empty prop¬ 
erties in England alone in 2008. 
Shelter states the current figure 
for the UK is now about one 
million, while building societies 
allege there is a shortage of prop¬ 
erty for sale nationally.

Empty Homes Initiative and the

MARTIN Freeman is camera shy. 
The impish dirty-blond actor is 
standing awkwardly in an old- 
fashioned hotel library flashing a 
non-smile towards a photographer. 

“I wish I had that talent of being able to 
accept a photograph being taken,” he says, 
apologetically. 

Almost 10 years since the role of Tim 
Canterbury in The Office made him famous, 
Martin still doesn’t behave like a ‘celebrity’. 

You’ll never catch him being papped at a 
nightclub or parading his two children in 
Hello magazine. 

“I don’t like it when I see people do it. I don’t 
think they should be put in prison or anything, 
I just think that’s not for me because I’ve never 
wanted to trade on anything else other than 
work.

run-up to London 2012. 


Sutton Valence School has already started work on a state-of-the-art 
athletics track, costing £794,000, in its 100-acre grounds. 

The top independent school was nominated as an official Olympics 
training centre for athletics, badminton, basketball, fencing and 
archery earlier this year.

The small village has a strong community vibe and this is even more 
apparent during the festive period, with plenty of events taking place. 



This year youngsters will be able to join in the Children’s Christmas 
Party at the village hall, on December 5, and everyone can enjoy the 
musical talents of the Kent Police Band Carol Concert, also at the 
hall, on December 13.

H ISTORY dating back to the New Stone Age 
and a working monastery are two reasons 
why so many tourists visit Aylesford. 

The village, which sits of the banks of the River Medway, has grown 
rapidly during the past 30 years and now boasts about 5,000 resi¬ 
dents. 

Despite the expansion, Aylesford has adapted well to its larger com¬ 
munity and kept its characteristic charm through its village pubs, his¬ 
toric buildings and attractions. 

There are also good rail links to London and a number of hotels, 
guest houses, restaurants, and B&Bs, to meet the demands of a grow¬ 
ing number of visitors. 

Historians have been able to trace activity in the area back to the 
New Stone Age, which is documented from 4000BC to 2200BC. 

Some of the historic buildings may have been destroyed over time 
but several chamber tombs, including the village’s famous Kits Coty 
House, and The Friars Aylesford Priory - home of the Carmelite order 
- still stand. 

The impressive Friars site is home to the Carmelites and still 
attracts pilgrims and families to its popular seasonal events, such as 
the Christmas Fayre and this year’s Carols by Candelight on 
December 11. 

Aylesford is also the home of The Heart of Kent Hospice, which 



helps adults and their families cope with life-limiting illnesses. The 
charity hosts a number of fundraising events throughout the year, but 
its flagship event, Light Up a Life, is being held at The Friars on 
December 6, when people will be given the chance to light a candle in 
memory of a loved one.

It sits to the south of Maidstone and recorded a population of 6,000 
residents in the 2001 census, making it one of the largest villages in 
Kent. 

It lies on the route of a Roman road, which now forms part of the 
A229. 


Staplehurst has its own high street with a range of shops, an estate 
agent, hairdressers, optician, a Spar supermarket, a vet’s surgery and 
a library. 

It also has a good selection of pubs including The Bell Inn, The Kings 
Head, The Railway Tavern and The Pride of Kent, as well as a num¬ 
ber of take-away businesses to deliver to the flourishing community. 

New housing developments have brought more families to the area 
and the village offers a primary school and several nurseries. 

It also has a large medical centre, a base for GPs and dentists. 

The village has excellent transport links to London, which has 
attracted commuters to move to the area. Staplehurst station is on the 
line between Ashford International, London Charing Cross and 
London Cannon Street, via Tonbridge and offers regular fast services. 

But the railway connections from the village have not always been 
so popular. The Staplehurst rail crash in 1865 caused the death of 10 



people and injuries to 47 other passengers. 

Victorian writer Charles Dickens was on the train at the time and 
was said to have been affected by the crash for the rest of his life.

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O miles out of Maidstone’s town centre is the 
picturesque village of Loose, which boasts 
acres of countryside and traditional village life. 


The original Loose village, which sits at the head of the Loose Valley, 
is a perfect setting for a pub lunch and a leisurely stroll along the river 
that flows right through the heart of the village.

Since its early days, Kings Hill has now bloomed into a town in its 
own right, boasting an Asda supermarket, Shepherd Neame pub The 
Spitfire, two primary schools, an opticians, and pharmacy as well as 
coffee shops, Indian restaurants and sandwich bars. 

It also has a thriving business area, which is home to companies like

The Kings Hill development is one of several parishes built in the 
borough of Tonbridge and Mailing since the 1950s and work began on 



levelling the land in 1989. Following its development by Rouse Kent, 
the area is now popular with families because of its proximity to West 
Mailing and larger towns like Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells. 

More houses are planned for the site, and there is also talk of anoth¬ 
er primary school and maybe even a secondary school if current 
expansion continues.

Bovis Homes sees an 
encouraging sales boost 

BOVIS Homes achieved 1,488 private 
reservations in the year to November 13, 
an 83 per cent rise on the comparative 
figure for the same period in 2008. 

The group also says it anticipates 
legally completing around 1,800 sales in 
2009, of which 1,500 are expected to be 
private homes, compared with 1,223 a 
year earlier, and about 300 social homes, 
compared with 594. 

In addition, private sales prices have 
seen “a modest improvement” since the 
end of June and Bovis expects to 
increase the value of its existing land 
bank, while continuing to proceed with 
land purchases. 

Also Barratt Developments reported it 
is shying away from the apartment mar¬ 
ket to focus on building houses. 

According to the firm, banks and build¬ 
ing societies are wary of lending on 
apartments because of oversupply and 
pre-credit crisis mortgage scams that 
involved property valuations being 
deliberately inflated.

A NEW website dedicated to selling 
homes not caught up in a property chain 
has been launched in an attempt to help 
people buy and sell realistically priced 
homes more quickly and efficiently. 

Chainfree.com is a one-stop shop 
which means purchasers no longer have 
to spend hours surfing the net, attending 
auctions and visiting countless estate 
agents. 

Chainfree.com chief executive Paul 
Smith explained: “All the properties fea¬ 
tured have been realistically valued, in 
most cases by two other independent val¬ 
uers, to ensure they are at the right price. 

Because they are chain tree, the pur¬ 
chase is likely to go through quickly 
without any undue delays, taking the 
stress out of buying a property.” 

More than 5,500 properties from 
across the country ranging in price from 
just £10,000 to more than £500,000 are 
currently featured and more than 850 
individual branches have loaded proper¬ 
ties onto the site including Spicerhaart 
brands Haart, Spicer McColl, Darlows in 
Wales, Haybrook in South Yorkshire and 
Felicity J Lord in London. 

Spicerhaart corporate sales managing 
director Mark Pilling said: “The new 
website gives a dedicated portal for 
estate agencies selling chain free proper¬ 
ties which, by their very nature, means 
they sell quickly.”

The politics behind getting 
your planning permission 


RESIDENTIAL property develop¬ 
ers are less likely to get planning 
permission for developments in 
Tory-controlled local authorities, 
according to law firm McGrigors. 

They say developers who want to increase 
their stock should act quickly if they are in a 
Labour or Liberal Democrat district, in case 
the Conservatives win the next round of local 
elections. 

Research by the law firm shows that over 
the last year Tory councils approved an aver¬ 
age of 63 per cent of planning applications for 
major housing developments compared to 69 
per cent in local authorities not under 
Conservative control. 

McGrigors said this was significant as 
Conservatives control is most heavily concen¬ 
trated in the south east of England where 
housing shortages are the most acute. 

The research also found that 60 per cent of 
Local Planning Authorities with the lowest 
percentage of planning permissions granted 
for major housing developments are run by 
the Conservatives. 

McGrigors warned that if the Conservatives 
increased their 51 per cent control of UK coun¬ 
cils at the next election then it could become 
harder for developers to obtain planning per¬ 
mission. This, it said, meant Britain could face 
the risk of more severe housing shortages in 
the long term. The firm advised developers to 
make planning applications before the May 
elections in order to maximise the chances of 
obtaining consent. 

Suzanne Gill, partner at McGrigors, said: “A 
slow and expensive planning approval process 
has contributed to a lack of new housing and,

in part, to the boom and bust of property 
prices. 

“Shortages of new homes are not restricted 
to metropolitan areas. In many rural areas 
people looking to buy for the first time are 


being priced out of their local community 
because of the lack of new, affordable housing.” 

“Developers are wondering how a change in 
government will impact planning policy. There 
is a concern that a tightening of planning reg¬ 
ulations will impact on their ability to deliver 
projects and make housing a less attractive 
part of the construction market.”

Five-star Astra given 
lift with safety ratings 

VAUXHALL’S eagerly-awaited all-new 
British-built Astra has received a major 
lift ahead of its showroom debut on 11 
December. 

The sixth generation of the family 
hatchback secured a maximum five-stars 
in the newly-upweighted Euro NCAP 
safety test. The Astra result included the 
most points ever awarded in the category 
for the new car’s active head restraints, 
which protect against whiplash - the 
most common occupant injury suffered 
when a car is struck from behind.

RENAULT has preferred the Williams’ 
and ‘Renaultsport’ labels to glamorise 
performance models yet ignored a motor- 
sport name from the past - Gordini. 

Amedee ‘The Sorceror’ Gordini devel¬ 
oped his own racing stable and Grand 
Prix cars before being hired by Renault 
in the mid-1950s and lending his name 
to many road and racing classics before 
the branding disappeared around 1980.

NISSAN is hyping interest in its new 
Cube in the hope it can become a cult car 
like the Fiat 500 and BMW Mini. 

It already enjoys that status in its 
native Japan and UK customers can 
judge whether a car can be cool as well as 
square when it arrives here in January. 

It defies categorisation, but is closest to 
being an MPV with a huge cabin allowed 
by a long wheelbase that has moved the 
wheels to the extremities of the cubic 
design.

financially against the above rivals. It also 
undercuts its Prius arch-rival (from £18,590), 
though you still pay £35/road tax as C02 emis¬ 
sions are not low enough to reach the free zone. 

Expect it to be bulletproof too, with Honda 
stating the batteries will outlast the car itself. 

A genuine five-seat cabin with flat rear floor 
means the centre back passenger does not feel 
cramped and a 408-litre boot also beats most 
rival family hatchbacks, but falls short of the 
slightly longer Prius (446). 

It is not a stunning car to drive though and 
gearchanging is managed by a smooth contin¬ 
uously variable (CVT) gearbox, but we are 
entering an era of lower emissions and energy¬ 
saving tyres. At least you get an eye-catching 
dash, with aids to extract the best environmen¬ 
tally and financially from a new 87bhp 1.3-litre 
engine and 12bhp electric motor combining to 
offer 0-62mph in a respectable 12.5 seconds. 

The latter looks pathetic on paper, but elec¬ 
tric motors offer lots of grunt versus weight 
and virtually instantaneous power, not that 
the Insight encourages racy driving; whether 
you press the ‘Econ’ button for ultra-green 
mode or not you soon learn to use the throttle 
sensitively for a green glow of eco success. 


INSIGHT is a good name for a 
ground-breaking car, except that 
the latest incumbent aims be as 
conventional as possible. 

The original Insight (2000-2005) arrived 
when petrol-electric hybrids were frontier 
technology. Slippery aerodynamic coupe lines 
made it look futuristic, but it was never going 
to storm the market with just two seats and a 
bootload of batteries. 

Honda’s hybrid ambitions were also carried 
briefly by the Civic IMA (Integrated Motor 
Assist) saloon, but it never bested Toyota’s 
rival Prius. 

Its Insight replacement is more convincing 
with a bigger cabin, hatchback rear and a 95 
per cent rebuild of the IMA powertrain, which 
slashed bulk and manufacturing costs to level 
the playing field against conventional eco 
rivals like the Golf BlueMotion and Focus 
ECOnetic diesels. 

Priced from £15,990, with low depreciation, 
Benefit in Kind taxation and everyday running 
costs, it should average well over 60mpg - ver¬ 
ified by my week with the car - and adds up
